VITAL  STATISTICS. 

1.  The  health  of  the  administrative  county  during  the  past  quarter,  as  judged  by  the  vital 
statistics,  was  very  satisfactory,  the  total  death-rate  being  9-4  per  1,000  population  compared  with 
12-2  in  the  previous  quarter  and  9-7  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year  ; while  the  infant  mortahty 
rate  was  equal  to  53  per  1,000  births  registered,  compared  with  72  in  the  previous  quarter  and  71  in 
the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 

2.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Leadgate  (6-9)  and  Bilhngham 
(7-0)  urban  districts,  and  in  the  Hartlepool  {4-6)  and  Darlington  (6-8)  rural  districts  ; while  the  districts 
with  the  highest  mortality  statistics  were  the  Aimfield  Plain  (14-3)  and  Stanhope  (14-3)  urban  districts, 
and  the  Barnard  Castle  (12-5)  and  Stockton  (10-7)  rural  districts. 

3.  The  death-rate  from  the  principal  infective  diseases  was  equal  to  0-44  per  1,000  population, 
and  shows  a decrease  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  quarter  (0'65)  and  for  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  last  year  (0-54). 

4.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (0-54  per  1,000 
population)  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  this  administrative  county  during  any  quarter,  the 
previous  lowest  being  0’57  during  the  September  quarter  of  1932. 

5.  The  birth-rate  during  the  quarter  was  17'2  per  1,000  population,  and  shows  a decrease  compared 
with  the  previous  quarter  (18'2). 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

6.  Scarlet  fever  was  again  prevalent  throughout  the  administrative  county  during  the  past 
quarter,  a slight  increase  being  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  from  1,555  in  the  previous 
quarter  to  1,574  during  the  past  quarter.  A decrease  was,  however,  recorded  in  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  this  disease  from  22  in  the  previous  quarter  to  15  during  the  past  quarter. 

7.  A large  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  from  355  in  the  June 
quarter  to  581  during  the  past  quarter.  An  increase  was  also  recorded  in  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  28  in  the  previous  quarter  to  41  during  the  past  quarter. 
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8.  A considerable  increase  was  also  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  enteric  fever 
notified  during  the  past  quarter,  the  number  of  cases  reported  being  61  compared  with  3 in  the  previous 
quarter.  Of  the  total  cases  notified  20  occurred  in  the  Lanchester  rural  district,  16  in  the  Durham 
urban  district,  and  12  in  the  Durham  rural  district.  Forty-five  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  quarter.  Investigations  were  immediately  made  by  the  local  medical  officers  of 
health  of  these  areas,  and  appropriate  steps  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of  infection. 

9.  There  were  4 notifications  of  puerperal  fever  and  26  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  compared 
with  15  and  29  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter,  14  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospitals  under  the  county  scheme,  and  the  services  of  consultants  were  utilised  in  4 cases. 

10.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was  19 
compared  with  31  in  the  preceding  quarter.  Tn-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  county  scheme  was 
provided  in  respect  of  5 cases. 

11.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  was  17  compared  with  48  in  the  previous 
quarter,  while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  9 compared  with  23  in  the  previous  quarter. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  2 years  of  age  was  responsible  for  19  deaths  compared  with  24  in  the 
preceding  quarter.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

17.  During  the  past  quarter  tuberculous  disease  was  reported  on  112  premises,  and  on  inspection 
disease  was  found  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  to  exist  on  85  of  these  premises.  The  total  number  of 
animals  examined  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  was  2,680,  and  of  these  22  were  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  ; 9 suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation,  and  57  as  having  chronic 
cough  and  showing  definite  chnical  signs  of  tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  on 
account  of  tuberculosis  was  88,  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examination  that  27  had  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder,  7 tuberculous  emaciation,  and  54  proved  to  be  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  Of 
the  total  animals  inspected,  1,606  were  cows  in  milk  ; of  these  101  were  reported  as  diseased,  and  the 
presence  of  disease  was  confirmed  in  78  cases  by  post-mortem  examination.  During  the  three  months 
13  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  5 of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

18.  During  the  quarter  the  veterinary  officers  visited  1,042  farms  and  examined  9,965  animals 
in  the  course  of  their  routine  work  under  the  above  Order,  as  a result  of  which  35  animals  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  accordingly  slaughtered.  Of  these  slaughtered  animals 
34  were  cows  in  milk.  On  post-mortem  examination  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found  to  exist 
in  18  cases,  the  remainder  being  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  35  animals  are  included 
in  the  total  number  shown  as  having  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

19.  I have  received  the  following  report  from  the  Central  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer,  and  on

£3  16s.  6d.  towards  the  cost,  and  I recommend  that  the  remainder,  viz.,  £15  Is.  6d.  be  defrayed  by  the 
County  Council.

(3)  There  were  39  cases  of  discharging  eyes  m the  practice  of  midwives  and  12  of  these  were 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 


(4)  Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  24  cases  because  of  rise  of  temperature.  Two  of 
these  cases  were  subsequently  notified  as  puerperal  fever  and  7 as  puerperal  pyrexia,  of  which  5 received 
in-patient  hospital  treatment. 

(5)  The  inspectors  visited  53  cases  of  albuminuria. 


(6)  The  practice  of  midwifery  by  5 uncertified  midwives  was  reported  by  the  health  visitors, 
and  on  enquiry  it  appeared  that  they  had  all  acted  in  emergency. 

(7)  Eight  additional  trained  midwives  have  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
county  area,  16  midwives  have  notified  changes  of  address  within  the  county,  and  7 have  removed 
out  of  the  county.

(9)  The  midwife  at  Shotton  Colliery  is  still  off  duty  ill. 

(10)  The  Superintendent  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  reports  that  there  are  123  midwives 
practising  under  district  nursing  associations,  and  that  a good  standard  of  work  has  been  maintained 
and  the  equipment  found  in  good  order.  She  also  reports  that  3 resignations  and  1 transfer  have  taken 
place  and  that  4 appointments  have  been  made  to  fill  these  vacancies. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS. 

23.  The  County  Health  Inspector  reports  that : — 

(1)  Portions  of  the  following  rivers  and  streams  have  been  inspected : — Old  Durham  Beck, 
Old  House  Beck,  Croxdale  Beck,  Bishopton  Beck,  East  Howie  Beck,  Crook  and  Beechburn  Beck,  Bowburn 
Beck,  Coundon  Beck,  Oakley  Beck,  Coalford  Beck,  Pittington  Beck,  Tursdale  Beck,  Dene  Beck,  Eldon 
Beck,  Murton  Beck,  Shotton  Beck,  Blaydon  Beck,  Stella  Gut,  Teams  Gut,  Twizell  Burn,  Gong  Burn, 
Stanley  Burn,  The  Springs,  Dipton  Burn,  Clockburn,  Rivers  Tees,  Derwent,  Deerness,  Wear,  Gaunless, 
Browney,  and  Skerne. 

(2)  Pollution  by  sewage  was  observed  at  Skerne  Bridge,  Stonebridge,  Sedgeletch,  Mill  Inn, 
WiUington,  Scotch  Isle,  Blackhouse  Building  Estate. 

(3)  Pollution  from  gasworks,  bye-product  and  chemical  works,  tar  and  coking  plants,  and  sand 
and  gravel  works  has  been  observed  in  the  following  watercourses  ; — Old  House  Beck,  East  Howie  Beck, 
Tursdale  Beck,  Low  Grange  Beck,  Sedgeletch,  Old  Durham  Beck,  Moores  Burn,  Oakley  Beck,  and  River 
Wear. 

(4)  There  is  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Crook  Beck  and  Murton  Beck,  so  far  as 
pollution  by  effluents  from  gas  and  chemical  works  is  concerned. 

(5)  Refuse  in  Streams. — In  many  parts  of  the  county  small  streams  and  watercourses  appear 
to  be  dumping  sites  for  all  kinds  of  domestic  and  garden  rubbish,  fouhng  the  streams  and  foreshores 
and  thus  creating  serious  nuisances.  The  major  part  of  this  refuse  could  be  burned  and  the  remainder 
buried.  Local  authorities  should  give  this  matter  their  serious  attention  and  deal  with  offenders. 
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(6)  The  following  trade  processes  have  been  inspected  and  their  effluents  at  the  time  of  the 
inspection  reported  upon.  Adverse  reports  are  followed  up  by  interviews  with  the  responsible  officers 
until  a satisfactory  effluent  is  obtained.

SUNDEELAND  COUNTY  BOKOUGH. 

(7)  Works  of  Sewerage. — An  Inquiry  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Sunderland,  on  the  4th 
July,  by  H.  W.  Coates,  Esq.,  O.B.E.,  M.C.,  A. M. Inst.,  C.E.,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
into  the  application  of  the  Council  of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  for  sanction  to  borrow  £4,0(X) 
for  works  of  sewerage.  The  reason  given  was  the  construction  of  a new  sewer  at  Dykelands  Road, 
the  old  sewer  which  was  constructed  by  the  Sunderland  Rural  District  Council  being  now  inadequate 
owing  to  building  developments ; also,  at  the  outfall,  untreated  sewage  was  driven  back  to  the  foreshores 
by  the  east  wind,  thus  creating  a nuisance.  It  was  proposed  that  the  new  sewer  would  be  taken  out  to 
low  tide  mark,  and  plans  were  in  course  of  preparation  to  construct  a sewage  disintegrator  or  settling 
plant  prior  to  discharge.  There  was  no  opposition  to  the  application. 

DARLINGTON  COUNTY  BOROUGH. 

(8)  Stressholmes  Sewage  Farm  : — The  effluent  from  these  works,  which  is  discharged  by 
means  of  two  main  outfall  pipes  into  the  River  Skerne,  near  Skerne  Bridge,  does  not  appear  to  be  in  any 
way  improved.  The  condition  of  the  effluent  appeared  to  be  very  dark  and  in  a highly  septic  condition. 
A chlorinating  plant  has  been  in  operation  for  a period  of  approximately  six  months.  It  may  be 
presumed  that  this  process  has  been  adopted  pending  the  consideration  of  a modern  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  system  for  the  town. 

WEST  HARTLEPOOL  COUNTY  BOROUGH  AND  HARTLEPOOL  MUNICIPAL  BOROUGH. 

(9)  Joint  Works  of  Sewerage  : — The  authorities  concerned  will  very  shortly  be  advertising 
for  tenders,  and  the  work  may  be  commenced  within  the  next  two  months. 

DURHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(10)  Barkers  Haugh  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — The  rectangular  distributors  have  been 
dismantled,  and  new  revolving  sprinklers  are  being  installed. 

(11)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — These  works  are  now  completed.  Re-sewering  : New  Elvet, 
Framwellgate  Water-side  Good  progress  has  been  made  on  these  new  sewers  and  also  the  re-modelUng 
of  storm  water  overflows  near  Elvet  Bridge. 

BILLINGHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(12)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — Sanction  has  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
borrow  £1,468  for  the  construction  of  a ir,ain  sewer  on  the  Cowpen  Lane  Estate  in  connection  with  a 
scheme  lor  150  houses  now  in  course  of  erection. 

BISHOP  AUCKLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(13)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — The  following  works  have  now  been  completed  : — Extension 
of  sewers  at  Escombe  Road  from  the  allotment  gardens  to  Pollard’s  Inn,  and  from  the  south  side  of  the 
recreation  ground  to  Thornfield  House,  Etherley  Lane,  and  also  the  relaying  of  the  sewer  in  Fore 
Bondgate. 

BLAYDON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(14)  Ladysmith  : — Works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  to  be  carried  out  here,  and 
consulting  engineers  have  been  engaged  to  submit  plans,  etc.,  to  the  District  Council. 

CHESTER-LE-STREET  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(15)  Works  of  Sewerage  : — The  existing  sewer  on  the  bye-pass  at  Ropery  Lane  is  to  be 
extended  approximately  500  yards  further  south  to  take  the  sewage  from  the  Red  Rose  Hall  and  the 
Vineries  estates  owing  to  building  developments  at  the  south  end  of  the  bye-pass  road. 

(16)  Road  Ditch,  Holm  Hill  Road,  Chester  Moor  : — Improvements  are  being  carried  out 
in  this  area.  The  ditch  at  the  side  of  the  above  road  was  found  to  be  offensive  due  to  the  discharge 
of  the  effluents  from  a private  septic  tank,  sewage  works,  and  the  overflow  from  a farmyard  cesspool. 
A stoneware  pipe  is  being  laid  and  covered  in  for  a distance  of  approximately  250  yards  and  will  discharge 
below  the  L.  & N.E. Railway  bridge.  This  will  be  a definite  improvement  pending  the  development 
of  the  Chester  Moor  building  estate. 
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CROOK  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(17)  Crook  Gas  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck  : — The  alterations  agreed  upon  to  produce 
a satisfactory  method  of  disposal  of  gas  liquors  are  being  carried  out  at  these  works. 

(18)  Bankfoot  Chemical  Works — Pollution  of  Crook  Beck  ; — Alterations  to  the  tanks 
and  the  treatment  of  spent  liquors  from  these  works  are  receiving  the  necessary  attention  of  the  respon- 
sible officials.  Several  samples  of  river  water  from  the  Crook  Beck  have  been  taken  for  examination 
during  the  last  three  months  and  the  results  of  these  have  shown  varying  degrees  of  purity.  A recent 
sample  upon  analysis  showed  a high  standard  and  satisfactory  effluent,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
standard  should  not  be  maintained. 


HETTON-LE-HOLE  URBAN  AND  HOUGHTON-LE-SPRING  RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

(19)  Glebe  Sewage  Farm  and  Houghton-le-Spring  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — ^The 
District  Council  have  submitted  a scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  provision  of  new  works. 


RYTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(20)  Stella  Gut  : — No  further  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  District 
Council  who  wrote  on  the  27th  March  last  stating  that  the  matter  mentioned  is  having  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  Council,  yet  the  stream  continues  to  be  seriously  polluted  by  sewage. 


SPENNYMOOR  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(21)  Tudhoe  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — On  the  13th  September  last  a detailed  exam- 
ination of  the  sewage  disposal  works  was  carried  out  with  the  chairman  of  the  sewage  works  committee 
and  members  of  the  District  Council.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the  several  causes  of  pollution  of  the 
Tudhoe  Wood  Beck  by  sewage  from  the  sewage  works  and  recommendations  were  made  with  reference 
to  these  defects,  and  the  committee  agreed  to  deal  with  these  matters  immediately. 

(22)  Low  Grange,  Bishops  Close,  and  Red  Lion  Becks  : — The  work  of  covering  in  a portion 
of  the  Low  Grange  Beck  was  commenced  during  the  quarter  and  approximately  140  yards  of  36-inch 
re-inforced  concrete  tubes  have  been  laid.  A thorough  inspection  of  the  existing  brick  culverts  is  being 
carried  out  for  connections  through  which  tar  and  noxious  effluents  may  enter. 


WHICKHAM  URBAN  DISTRICT. 


(23)  Works  of  Sewerage  The  amended  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  outfall  sewer 
from  Mill  Race  to  a new  point  of  discharge  in  the  River  Derwent  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


WILLINGTON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

(24)  Sew'age  Disposal  Works  : — These  works  were  established  in  1904  for  a population  of 
8,500,  and  owing  to  building  developments  and  the  provision  of  improved  sanitary  accommodation, 
baths,  and  865  water  closets,  they  are  now  overloaded  ; while  the  works  machinery  is  also  in  need  of 
immediate  repairs.  As  pollution  by  sewage  has  been  observed  on  several  occasions  from  these  works 
it  is  advisable  that  the  District  Council  should  consider  the  question  of  re-modelling  the  works. 

(25)  WiLLiNGTON  Gas  Works  : — The  effluent  from  these  works  is  discharged  into  the  Council’s 
sewers  and  treated  at  the  Willington  sewage  disposal  works.  An  examination  of  a sample  of  water 
taken  from  the  river  revealed  serious  pollution  by  spent  liquors  and  sewage  from  the  sewage  works. 
The  Gasworks  manager  has  agreed  to  consider  the  construction  of  equaUsing  tanks  to  allow  a pre- 
determined volume  of  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  Council’s  sewers,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a 
meeting  of  the  District  Council  and  officials,  the  Gasworks  manager,  and  a representative  of  this 
department,  should  be  held  to  go  fully  into  this  matter.

(31)  Pelaw  Grange  and  Browns  Buildings  Sewer  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council 
wrote  on  the  2nd  July  last  stating  that  this  sewer  is  now  completed  and  that  sewage  is  being  conveyed 
to  the  Newtown  pumping  station.  It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  this  sewer  has  effectively  dealt 
with  any  question  of  pollution  at  Rowletch  Burn. 

(32)  Earls  House  Sanatorium — Sewage  Works  : — A complaint  of  air  pollution  from  these 
works  was  investigated  and  found  to  be  due  to  excessive  sludging  operations  of  the  tanks.  Instructions 
have  again  been  given  for  weekly  sludging  at  short  periods,  the  sludging  to  be  carried  out  during  dull 
weather  and  the  absence  of  strong  winds,  and  for  the  planting  of  elders  round  the  north  and  east  sides 
of  the  works.

The  completion  of  these  works  will  eliminate  pollution  of  the  small  stream  passing  through  the  welfare 
recreation  ground. 

(43)  Murton  Colliery  Coal  Washer,  Boiler  Sludging  and  Brickworks  Effluents  : — 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  settling  tanks  and  ponds  at  this  place.  Several 
inspections  of  the  Murton  Beck  to  Seaham  Harbour  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  quarter,  and  a 
definite  improvement  has  been  reported. 

(44)  Seaham  Hall  Sanatorium — Sewage  Disposal  Works  ; — Owing  to  the  impervious 
nature  of  the  strata  upon  which  the  sludge  drying  beds  are  constructed  and  the  difficulty  of  drying 
the  sludge,  it  is  recommended  that  the  drying  beds  .should  be  extended.  A further  detailed  inspection 
has  been  made,  and  I recommend  that  percolating  filters,  revolving  sprinklers,  and  humus  tanks, 

.should  be  constructed  to  overcome  pollution  by  sewage  of  the  small  stream  into  which  the  tank  liquors 
from  the  sedimentation  tanks  and  sludge  liquids  are  discharged.

(45)  Sedgeletch  Sewage  Farm  ; — The  District  Council  have  approved  the  scheme  of  the  June,  1934. 
consulting  engineers  for  re-modelling  the  Sedgeletch  sewage  disposal  works  by  the  construction  of 

proper  tanks,  filters,  and  humus  tanks,  leaving  the  land  only  to  deal  with  storm  water  and  sludge,  and 
for  the  latter  additional  land  is  to  be  obtained.  Negotiations  to  this  end  are  now  in  progress. 

Board  Inn,  Herrington  Park  and  Farrington  Building  Estates  : — An  extension  of 
the  main  outfall  sewer  is  in  progress  to  meet  the  requirements  of  building  developments  in  this  area. 

(46)  Dolly'  Pit,  Herrington  Burn  : — The  colliery  officials  concerned  have  promised  that 
additional  precautions  will  be  taken  with  the  settling  ponds  at  this  coUiery  to  limit  the  pollution  of  the 
stream  in  the  future. 

(47)  Lambton  Colliery,  Moores  Burn — Coal  Washer  : — It  is  understood  that  machinery 
is  in  course  of  erection  at  this  colliery  to  extract  the  dust  from  the  coal  before  treating,  which  will  make 
an  immense  improvement  to  the  effluent. 

lanchester  rural  district. 

(48)  Malton  Colliery  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — These  works  are  being  reconstructed, 
including  installation  of  dosing  chamber  with  syphon  acting  discharge  and  percolating  filter. 

(49)  Esh  Village  : — The  sewage  from  this  place  is  treated  at  Langley  Park  West  sewage  works, 
and  the  main  sewer  is  being  extended  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £383  to  drain  the  houses  and  two  schools. 

(50)  Craghead  (The  Middles)  : — Provision  of  three  additional  sludge  drying  beds  at  these 
works  are  in  progress  of  construction. 

(51)  Malton  Colliery  By-product  Works  : — Pollution  of  the  River  Browney  by 
effluents  from  these  works  has  been  observed,  and  the  works  manager  is  taking  this  matter  up  with  a 
view  to  abating  the  pollution. 


sedgefield  rural  district. 

(52)  Fishburn  Colliery  Coal  Washer  and  By-product  Works — Pollution  of  River  para.  25  (39) 

Skerne  : — Frequent  inspections  of  this  river  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  quarter.  On  one  or  1934. 

two  occasions  pollution  was  observed  and  reported  to  the  works  manager,  who  dealt  with  the 

matter  immediately.  Good  progress  is  being  made  on  the  construction  of  the  “Ooppee  ” coal  washer  at 
this  colliery. 

(53)  Sedgefield  and  Winterton  Mental  Hospital  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — Progress 
is  reported  in  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  this  place. 
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SOUTH  SHIELDS  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(54)  Water  Carriage  System  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote  on  the  24th  August 
stating  that  the  District  Council  have  decided  to  serve  a Statutory  Notice  upon  the  owners  of  the 
buildings  in  the  rural  district  to  convert  the  ash-closets  into  water-closets.  There  are  approximately 
2,190  ash-closets  to  convert,  and  advertisements  have  been  inserted  in  the  local  papers  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  work.  An  apphcation  will  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to  borrow  the 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme  to  be  borne  by  the  Council. 

(55)  Boldon  Colliery — Re-laying  of  Sewers  : — The  Clerk  to  the  District  Council  wrote 
on  the  24th  August  last  stating  that  the  Council  have  accepted  a tender  amounting  to  £2,343  for  the 
re-laying  of  the  sewers  in  the  old  part  of  Boldon  Colliery,  and  the  work  is  proceeding. 

STOCKTON  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

(56)  WoLViSTON  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — These  works  consist  of  screening  chamber, 
sedimentation  tanks,  and  land,  and  are  unable  to  deal  with  the  increased  load.  Building  estates  are 
being  rapidly  developed  with  modern  sanitary  conveniences  which  have  added  considerably  to  the 
volume  of  sewage  for  which  these  works  were  originally  designed  about  thirty  years  ago.  The  District 
Council  should  consider  the  advisability  of  constructing  a modern  system  of  sewage  disposal  works  and 
extend  their  main  sewers  in  such  directions  as  will  allow  for  future  building  developments.

(57)  Scotch  Isle  Farm — Pollution  by  Sewage  : — Re-laying  underground  drains  and  repairs 
at  these  works  are  now  completed. 

(58)  Elmpord  Lead  Mines  : — Improvements  to  the  washing  process  of  barytes  at  these  works 
are  in  progress.  It  is  further  proposed  to  deal  with  the  mine  at  a point  near  the  River  Wear  where 
facilities  are  much  better  for  working  and  washing,  when  it  is  hoped  that  pollution  of  the  Elmford  Beck 
and  River  Wear  will  be  prevented. 

(59)  Holywood  Hall  Sanatorium,  Baal  Hill  Farm  Sewage  Works  : — Complaints  have 
been  received  regarding  the  effluent  from  these  works  discharging  on  to  the  footpath.  This  is  due 
to  the  impervious  nature  of  the  higher  portion  of  the  strata  into  which  the  effluent  is  discharged  by 
means  of  irrigation  trenches,  and  in  view  of  this  I recommend  that  the  main  effluent  drain  from  the 
sewage  works  be  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  of  the  Sanatorium. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

24.  The  Welfare  Medical  Officer  reports  to  me  as  follows  : — 

(1)  WELFARE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Dr.  H.  Blacklay  was  unable  to  attend  her  centres  on  the  17th  and  18th  September  owing  to 
an  accident.  With  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  her  centres  at  Seaham 
Harbour  and  Murton  were  attended  by  Dr.  M.  Crossthwaite. 

Dr.  E.  Patterson  commenced  duty  as  assistant  welfare  medical  officer  on  the  1st  July. 

(2)  CENTRES.  NEW  PREMISES. 

Whickham. — The  first  session  in  the  Miners’  Welfare  Hall,  Whickham,  will  be  held  on  the  6th 
November. 

Durham. — The  necessary  alterations  are  being  carried  out  and  it  is  expected  that  the  premises 
will  be  ready  for  occupation  sometime  during  October. 

SiLKSWORTH. — This  centre  was  closed  on  the  26th  September  as  the  premises  were  not  available 
on  that  day. 

Trimdon. — The  attendance  of  expectant  mothers  is  now  so  large  at  this  centre  that  it  is  necessary 
to  allocate  the  whole  morning  fortnightly  for  ante-natal  clinic. 
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(3)  ACTIVITIES  OF  VOLUNTARY  COMMITTEES. 

Chester-le-Street  and  West  Stanley. — The  voluntary  committee  at  Chester-le-Street  has 
offered  to  equip  an  artificial  sunlight  chnic  at  Birtley  centre.  The  voluntary  committee  at  West 
Stanley  are  also  willing  to  supply  an  ultra-violet  ray  lamp  and  other  equipment  for  their  centre  at  West 
Stanley. 

I have  carefully  considered  the  programmes  of  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  attending 
these  centres,  and  also  those  of  the  other  assistant  welfare  medical  officers.  I fully  appreciate  the 
benefit  that  would  be  derived  from  sunlight  cUnics  in  these  areas,  but  at  the  present  time  caimot  so 
re-arrange  the  programmes  of  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  to  enable  the  necessary  extra 
sessions  to  be  given  for  these  clinics.  In  addition,  in  the  case  of  West  Stanley  the  building  is  not  equipped 
with  the  necessary  electric  installation. 

The  undermentioned  equipment,  etc.,  has  been  provided  by  the  following  voluntary  committees  : — 

CouNDON. — New  curtain  for  use  at  ante-natal  clinic. 

Houghton. — A built-in  cupboard  for  the  sunlight  lamps. 

Middleton-in-Teesdale. — Linen  cover  for  a special  screen. 

Seaham  Harbour. — Posters  and  models  for  demonstration  purposes. 

(4)  FEDERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

A meeting  of  the  Federation  was  held  in  the  Shire  Hall,  Durham,  on  the  24th  September,  at  which 
Mrs.  Ellis  presided.  Reports  on  the  Baby  Week  Conference,  held  at  Birmingham  in  July,  were  submitted 
by  Mrs.  Hindhaugh  and  myself. 

(5)  CASES  OF  SQUINT.
